TVith an elevation rising 
from S.757 feet upward and protected sad sheltered by the Big Horn mountains and high ranges on every 
side, climatic conditions are ideal. To this shelter Js'due ibe&ct that 'the 'Sheridan-country is almo=t a 
stranger, to the disagreeable western wind/ the more dreaded Jblizaards of the plain and plateau regions, 
and entirely free' from the cyclone and tornado. 
The . Sheridan Country is<well watered by numerous 


rivers and streams, fed from the eternal snows high, up on the summit of the Big Horns.- Its ideal eli- 
matio conditions', the abundance- of water, and the ease with which' it could.be taken out of the Streams, 
led to the early settlement -of the Sheridan 'Country by stockmen and ranchmen, who contested for place 
with the Indians, content to profit from its luxuriant grasses and the products of agriculture— witn scarce- 
ly a thought of the immense mineral wealth underlying it all,

After the stockman and the ranch-man came the prospector and miner, who soon discovered and 


began to develop the magnificent bed? of coal underlying the entire Sheridan Country, He found prom: 


ising indications of gold, nilves and copper in the mountains— still undeveloped from lack of transpor- 
tation facilities—as well as immense beds of Portland cement materials, gypsum and other useful gifts 
from nature. The development of tncse varied natural resources has only started as yet, although at rbis 
dale the Sheridan Country may well claim first place in irrigation and stock raising and second in coal 
production in "Wyoming..'

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Agricultural Resources and Development 
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Almost the iirst question asked by the average horaeseeker, when investigating a new* country, is

agriculture has a sure and enduring'foundation. In this respect Sheridan county "takes, rank among the 
foremost agricultural regions of the west, with, only a part of her agricultural'resources developed a& yetC 
Ihere are approximately fifty tKousand acres of Sheridan county irrigated lands under 'cultivation in hay, 
grain and vegetables, the greater portion of which annually produces from three lo five tons of hay per 
acre, T'he balance is devoted lo the raising ^f wheat, oats, barley, rye, cOiii, -vegetables, etc. TSe average 


• yield of wheat per,acre is in, the neighborhood' of forty bushels, which, under most favorable •circumstances, 


is frequently increased to fifty imd sixty buslielg-per acre. In this altitude and climate, and under the mag- 
netic influence of "irrigation, wheat always fills well, and weighs all the way from sixty to seventy pounds 
to the measured bushel. The best varieties of-hard milling wheat are raised almost exclusively, and winter 
wheat is rapidly supplanting the spring varieties heretofore grown. Oats is also grown extensively, and the 
quantity and quality are far superior to that of almost any other region. The jieldl-uris frbmTFoFty to eighty 
bushels per acre, and in some instances it has been as high aa one hundred and thirty-one bushels per acre. 
The ty\?ight'per measured bushel is alway^ In excess of the standard, often reaching forty pounds or more. 
While'com 13 not considered a staple crop heW, there are many acres planted every year m the early 
varieties, and much of it matures fully, 
£n the production of potatoes and all ordinary varieties of 


garden vegetables Sheridan'county is not excelled anywhere. ' The quality of-the potatoes grown here 
is equal to those of the famous Greeley-country in .northern Colorado, and in a world-wade contest for 
the largest number of bushels grown upon a measured acre, Sheridan county captured first prize of f 250. 
The yield in this case was nine hundred and seventy-four bushels and forty-eight pounds.

Reservoirs 


Reservoirs furnish' almost absolute assurance of a crop in the arid regions. There I* something so 


Sure in having the water stored, in. getting it at the- right time and in.quantity large .enough to irrigate 
with the greatest economy, that no section of this region, can afford to be without an adequate reservoir 
supply as a final reserve. In the Big Horn mountains and their foothills there are many natural, reservoir 
-sites of reasonable cost of construction which would pay well to build at the present time. During the 
season of 1907 two reservoirs were built afc Dome lake, which will supply water to some four thousand 
acres of'land tributary to Big Goose and Soldier creeks in this county. The construction of our Big 
Horn reservoir is-now well under way, and will furnish water for the lands south of Sheridan in the 
•little Goose creek valley. Lake De Smet reservoir, being built by the undersigned', with a capacity'of 
79,000. acre feet, will furnish, water to all the )at>ds from Prairie Dog .creek to Cigar creek. 
These are 


not all the* reservoirs under; construction^at present, but they constitute the main" ones, having a total 
capacity-of 160,000 acre feet, or water sufficient, in'supplementing the natural' flood waters of the 
streams, to irrigate 140,000 acres of>nd. This^area' alone represents more irrigable land than northern 
Colorado contains, and yet that section of country keeps five large beet sugar factories running full time, 
besides raising potatoes by trainload for shipment all over the Unifpd State*. As agricultural products 
are "the real-basis of all our .wealth, it can be seeifthat Sheridan county has hardly started ia it? agri- 
cultural development. Where-conditions are similar in two sections of the country, we T-an. judge the 
development of one by that of the other. In northern Colorado, around Greeley and vicinitv, the eleva- 
' tion^is 500 to 1,000 feefc higher than Sheridan, the Rocky mountains are-simSiar to the Big Horns, the 
soil is fully as rich as there, and we have slicrhtlr more rainfall. "With "if* ixMitJrwinl w.cnm-^ ^f'ijs- 
lacnse coal measures and a sugar factory soon to be built, it is easy to predict Sheridan's future,
